F ALL earth’s

tho majority of us live beyond the 
childbearing age. Man has thereby, 
made him self m aster of the earth.

HIRTEEN million dollars for two 
years is a lot of money to spend 
on a single State institution, even 
if it is the State University.

Trachoma, a dreaded and highly 
contagious eye disease, which made 
its 
first 
appearance In 
Orange 
county about a month ago, has de­ 
veloped Into an epidemic at La 
Habra, where 30 Mexican school 
children, attending school In Isolat­ 
ed class rooms, are under treatm ent 
by county doctors and private phy­ 
sicians. 
These facts were revealed today 
at the office of Dr. V. G. Presson. 
county health officer, following a 
check on rum ors th at the disease 
had spread to other communities. 
Dr. Presson stated that he has 
made a report of the 
situation to 
the state board of health, which 
agency is directing the campaign 
against the epidemic, under the su­ 
pervision of Dr. Charles D. H alli­ 
day, state epidemiologist. 
Complaint Made 
In connection with measures tak ­ 
en by health and school authorities 
to stam p out the disease, It was 
learned that the Mexican consul in 
Los Angeles has filed a complaint 
with R. P. Mitchell, county superin­ 
tendent of schools, charging alleg­ 
ed m istreatm ent of Mexican pupils 
by tile school officials. 
This com­ 
plaint, based on certain compulsory 
sanitary requirem ents incidental to 
tho control of the disease, was re­ 
ferred to Dr. Presson for reply. 
Dr. Presson, instead of prepar­ 
ing a formal reply to the complaint 
set forth by the Alexlcan consul, 
suggested th at the latter visit La 
H abra and there confer with the 
health and school authorities re­ 
garding the situation. The sugges­ 
tion was well entertained by the 
Mexican official who promised to be 
down Monday for a conference 
Dr. Presson adm itted that there 
has been a spread of the disease 
and that suspicious cases have been 
reported in other communities. He 
added, however, th at the disease is 
now under control and th at there is 
no cause for alarm.

Expert Who Built Foreign 
Model Says Little Will 
Be Done With Small Car

DETROIT, Jan. 29.—Despite the 
engineering efforts put into the de­ 
signing of a real 
small 
car for 
America of the kind widely known 
in Europe, little will be done to­ 
w ard producing such a car here. 
T hat's at least for the present and 
the near future, in the opinion of 
Fabio Sergardi, of the Keo Motor 
C ar company. 
Sergardi revealed his attitude on 
small cars to the engineers conven­ 
ed here at the annual sessions of 
the Society of Automotive Engi­ 
neers, and started a discussion the 
keen interest of these men in this 
type of automobile. 
The small car—the real small car 
of European type—is no stranger to 
Sergerdi. 
In fact, he’s designer of 
one which he says would “put a 
Ford almost in 
the 
Rolls-Royce 
class," in the m atter of price, at 
least. 
It may never see the light 
in this country, however. 
The reason for this is the basis 
of a difference of opinion among 
autom otive engineers and m anufac­ 
turers as to the practicability of 
small cars in this country. 
Better and Cheaper 
Sergardi'» small car, which he 
built about two years ago for one 
of the largest auto makers in the 
country, is lighter and cheaper than 
the average small car of Europe, 
yet Is faster, more powerful and 
more economical. 
This is a two-passenger car, the 
open type weighing 750 pounds and 
the

weighing 
1000 
pounds. 
In comparison, the Ford 
roadster weighs 1655 pounds. 
“The motor developed 13 horse­ 
power,” Sergardi explains, “and the 
speed of the car was about 50 miles 
an hour. The consumption of gaso­ 
line was from BO to 54 miles per 
gallon.

Editor Register: 
If the colleges 
are opening their doors to only 
those who are especially endowed 
to be leaders In society; and if the 
high schools are only giving a su ­ 
perficial training in the vocations, 
and the Junior high schools are 
only supposed to guide the youth 
in the choice of a profession, then 
where will our young folks turn 
for their training? 
Several decades ago, it was the 
practice of those who desired to 
learn a trade to either apprentice 
themselves 
to 
one 
who 
already 
knew a trade or attend a trade 
school. 
In these days, when only 
skilled workmen 
are being em ­ 
ployed In the various occupations, 
the apprentice is a thing of the 
past and the trade school is ac­ 
cessible to but comparatively few. 
It would seem that the problem 
of training the youth of the land 
for profitable living rests with the 
high’ school, since such training is 
not the task of either the junior 
high school nor the college. 
May I be so presumptuous as to 
suggest a partial program for the 
senior high school, whereby It may 
help solve the problem? 
I would 
suggest an intensive training in 
the various occupations. 
It might 
be well to have two and four-year 
courses. 
The 
two - year 
course 
would be for those who are com­ 
pelled to go to work on account 
of home conditions or not mentally 
equipped to go further in the sec­ 
ondary school. The four-year course 
would he for those who either want 
a more thorough preparation and 
skill, in 
the 
vocation 
of 
their 
choice or those who wish to spe­ 
cialize In their chosen field and 
will therefore enter the higher In­ 
stitutions of learning. 
T he,two-year course should train 
in the fundam entals of such voca­ 
tions as millinery, typing, book- 


j keeping, 
dressmaking, 
woodwork, 
automobile 
repairing, 
etc. 
The 
four-year course should seek to 
carry the same sort of occupations 
into more specialized fields, as Ue- 
j signing, cabinet-m aking or inside 
finisher, secretaryship^ banking and 
expert accounting, etc. Many other 
activities might be taken up with 
profit. 
I would say that the In­ 
structors should be men and wom­ 
en who have been experts, actively 
engaged in the industrial world; 
I and the boys and girls who finish 
i the various courses should be thor­ 


oughly prepared to do the partic­ 
ular work for which they have 
been trained. 
A fter the high school course of 
study has been so modified as to 
really prepare boys and girls for 
life and not turn them out to shift 
for themselves as best they may, 
I would further suggest that the 
school organize a sort of employ­ 
ment bureau to hëlp those who 
have completed the various courses 
find jobs. 
No one should be rec­ 
ommended for a Job who is not 
thoroughly qualified to fill the po­ 
sition that he has applied for. 
I 
should enlist the various commer­ 
cial organizations In the city to 
help in the m atter of placing the 
graduates of the local school in de­ 
sirable positions. 
The high school, by really train ­ 
ing its students for the work of 
their choice, in reference to their 
Interest and ability, will be doing 
a service which is sadly lacking at 
the present time. 
If the students 
are given diplomas, which state the 
training which the holder has un­ 
dergone, and only given when the 
recipient is really qualified for his 
trade or vocation, then will the 
business world have little or no 
reason to find fault with the prep­ 
aration of our high school stu ­ 
dents.

This Is ens of a aortas of articles, based en the revenue act of 1920, 
written by the U. 0. Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


NO. 12 
Under oertain conditions,, living 
quarters, food, clothing, etc., pro­ 
vided employes are not regarded 
aa Income. Where, for example, 
because of the location and nature 
of the work It la necessary that 
employes engaged in fishing, log­ 
ging, 
or 
canning 
be 
furnished 
board and lodging by their em­ 
ployer, such board and lodging are 
considered as contributed for the 
convenience 
of 
the 
employer. 
Therefore, their value need not be 
Included In computing the net in­ 
come of the employe. The rule ap­ 
plies to board and lodging fur­ 
nished seamen. 
The value of board and lodg­ 
ing furnished hospital employes is 
to be returned as income unless 
thfo employe is subject to duty at 
any time during the 24 hours pf 
a day and therefore is required to 
accep t. quarters and meals at the 
hospital In addition to his regular 
compensation. 
The rental value of a dwelling
